Condo proposal rejected 
again by Romulus Council

Once again the Romulus City 
Council rejected a proposal to 
erect 32 condominium units on 
the eastside of Ozga Road, be¬ 
tween Wick and Tyler Roads.

Supporting the request for spe¬ 
cial land use were Councilmen 
Michael Prybyla, Donald Morris 


and William Crova 

Unlike previous hearings on 
the project several city residents 
and businessmen - including 
School Board Trustee Billy Mc- 
Craight and former City Council- 
woman Mary Collins - spoke out 
in favor of the condominium pro¬ 
ject 

Flomulus businessman Ronald 
Hopson - who serves as Mayor 
William Oakley’s campaign man¬ 
ager, but lives in Van Buren Tbwn- 
ship - said he also supported the 
condo plan and hoped to move 
there if the project was approved. 

Various neighbors including 
Verlie Wilhide and Judy Frederick 
spoke out against ‘The Cove” pro¬ 


ject - stating they were not against 
growth but felt condos in that loca¬ 
tion were a violation of the city or¬ 
dinances. 

The plan for 16 duplexes (32 
units) and two private homes also 
was recommended for denial by 
the city's Planning Commission by 
a vote of 6-3. 

When pressed by Treder for a 
reason for denial Monday night, 
Wadswoilh (who made the motion 
for council denial) said it was 
based on the Planning Commis¬

Democrats gain support 
from heavy Romulus voting

More than 8,200 city voters 
(about 50 percent) turned out to 
vote last week, giving strong sup¬ 
port to county, state and national 
Democratic candidates and re¬ 
jecting all four county and state 
referendum issues. 

The strong accurate count by 
Romulus election officials, drew 
strong praise from Mayor Pro Tern 
Randolph (Jear on Monday night 
Gear thanked the election 
ni^t teamwork exhibited by local 
officials and volunteers stating 
“our operations ran much 
smoother than in Florida” 

City Clerk Linda Choate equal¬ 
ly praised her election staff saying 
“we received the ballots late from 
Wayne County, but my team 
worked overtime including week¬ 
ends to make sure we were ready 
forithe voters.” 

She said election volunteers al¬ 
so helped out tremendously. But 
she warned voters who mailed 
their absentee ballots on election 
day, “you lost your chance to be 
counted.”

Meanwhile the Democratic 
presidential team of A1 Gore and

Statewide Democratic Senate 
candidate Debb^ Stabenow 
outscored incumbent Republican 
Spencer Abraham, 5,701 to 2,118. 

Congresswoman Lynn Rivers 
outpolled Republican challenger 
Berry, 6,024 to 1,466 and incum¬ 
bent State Rep. Raymond Basham 
topped his GOP challenger 
Chmielewski, 5,972 to 1,416. 

Write-in candidate for County 


Prosecutor Sharon McPhail drew 
only 76 votes in her failed bid to 
defeat Democratic candidate 
Michael Duggan, who pulled 
6,109. 

The more highly contested 
area County Commission battle 
saw incumbent John Sullivan (D- 
Wayne) trounce Rob Bovitz, 5.865 
to 1,503. 

Unchallenged 34th District 
Court Judge Tina Brooks Green 
gained 3,647 votes in her bid for a 
second term. 

Romulus voters also were in a 
negative mood on state and coun¬ 
ty issues, defeating all handily. 

The voucher issue found little 
support in the city, as voters re¬ 
jected the plan by a vote of 5,319 to 
2,107. 

The home rule issue was also 
defeated by a vote of4,236 to 2,702, 
although local elected officials 
worked hard to get it on the ballot 

Both the county arts and Wayne 
County Community College issues 
were opposed here. The Arts pro¬ 
posal lost 3,791 to 3,245 and the 
county college issue was dropped 
by a vote of4,574 to 2,411.

FINANCIAL FOCUS 

How Will a Slowing 
Economy Affect Your 
Investments? 

If you follow the financial news even casually, you probably know that, over the past year or so, the Federal Reserve has 
raised interest rates several times in an attempt to contain inflation and “cool off’ the economy. But what, exactly, does a 
slowing economy mean ioyou - and your investments? 

Before you can answer this question, it would help to know what it means when the Federal Reserve tries to slow the 
economy. By raising interest rates, the Fed make it more expensive for companies to borrow, which has an economic 
“domino” effect. Companies have less access to money to expand their operations, which means they hire fewer workers. 
Consequently, wages don’t increase as rapidly, which means there’s less “wage inflation.” At the same time, higher interest 
rates will typically lower consumers’ demand for new homes, cars and other capital goods. Again, the result is lower inflation. 

Declining production and consumer demand will help lower inflation, but they’ll also have an impact on another area - 
your investments. 

Specifically, those companies that depend upon heavy consumer spending are more likely to be hurt when the economy 
cools down. These “cyclical” companies are found in the housing, retail and automobile industries. During an economic 
slowdown, consumers often delay purchasing new products in these areas. Also, companies that produce basic matenals - such 
as chemicals, paper and aluminum - often see a decline in earnings when the economy slows. 

Noncyclical industries are generally more immune to rising interest rates and slowing economy. Noncyclicals include 
food, drugs, tobacco and beverages - items that people typically buy in good times or bad. 

Thus far, we’ve looked only at stocks. What happens to bonds when the economy cools oft? For one thing, if a 
slowdown begins to hurt a wide range of stocks, investors may turn to bonds, viewing them as a safer alternative, thereby 
driving bond prices up. 

Also, if the slowdown is accompanied by low inflation, that’s good news for bondholders because the flip side - higher 
inflation - is a threat to bond prices. Why? Bonds provide a fixed interest rate, so, in periods of high inflation, the purchasing 
power of your bonds will drop. Furthermore, if rising inflation is accompanied by higher interest rates, bond prices could 
suffer. If, for example new bonds pay a 7 percent interest rate, and your bond only pays 5 percent, then, if you want to sell 
your bond before maturity, you will have to do so at a discount, because no one will pay full price for the Jower yield. 

Before you make big changes to your portfolio in response to an economic slowdown, remember one thing: For most 
slowdowns, there’s usually been a rebound at some point. So don’t abandon your long-term financial strategies. Look for 
high-quality investments - and stick with them. And above all, don’t lose sight of your objectives. If you can discipline 
yourself to look beyond the temporary downturns, you’ve got what it takes to become a successful investor.

statewide hand count 


I take my presidential politics very serious¬ 
ly. Before any election I double my daily intake 
of newspaper and television news. I pretty 
much know the ins and outs of the party plat¬ 
forms and where the close races are expected 
at the local, county, state and federal levels. On 
election night I become the ultimate channel 
flipper, switching every few minutes among 
ABC, NBC, CBS, CNN and Fox News. 

This last week I have stepped up my inter¬ 
est, peeked by the deadheat Mr. Bush and Gore 
find themselves involved in. As a parttime resi¬ 
dent of Florida, I understand, better than 
most, their election indiocyncracies and can 
offer an additional perspective on what elec¬ 
tion officials are going through in Palm Beach 
and Volusia (from which I am only a few 
miles). 

First off, I believe television networks in 
their enthusiasm to be first to announce a par¬ 
ticular state is in Bush or Gore’s column, did 
many of us a disservice. In Florida, starting 
with CNN, each of the networks called that 
state a victory for Gore an hour before polling 
places' closed in the western Panhandle. Ap¬ 
parently CNN failed to realize that part of 
Florida is in the central time zone, and in their 
rush to be first, violated the unwritten rule ne¬ 
gotiated by the networks in 1988, to wait until 
polls closed in a certain state before they 
would release exit poll results. 

Thus in effect, thousands of voters suppos¬ 
edly knew where their state’s 25 electoral 
votes were pledged before they got the oppor¬ 
tunity to vote. That’s not right and networks 
need to do a great deal of soul searching on 
this issue. 

But it doesn’t stop there.' Unbeknownst to 
most of us, all the major networks subscribe to 
one exit polling service called Voter News Ser¬ 
vice (VNS). Thus the exit polling information 
ABC proudly tells us about it the same stuff 
CBS, Fox and podunk nowhere network all 
use. Thus if ABC uses the information to pro¬ 
ject Florida wrongly, as they did Tuesday, so 
will everyone else. I think we all were under 
the impression that exit polls were conducted 
individually by each network and thusly, when 
a couple of networks projected the same win¬ 
ner, it was based on several polls, and not just 
one single independent company polling a few 
people. VNS and the networks clearly screwed 
up with their exit poll information in Florida, 
Missouri, New Mexico and who knows where 
else. 

Locally, election results, show that Governor 
Engler again failed to bring home the bacon 
for fellow Republicans. I was surprised to see 
Debbie Stabenow eke out a 2-point victory 
over incumbent senator, Spence Abraham. I 
believe Spence need only look at himself for 
his defeat He began the negative, attack ads 
early and often on television, and most of us 
had grown tired of the negative ads two weeks 
in. A hardworking senator who has earned the 
respect of peers of both sides of the aisle, 
Spence should have campaigned on his record 
and hard work, and left the negativity on the 
cutting room floor. 

And the 5-point victory for Gore was one of 
his largest in a state that was supposedly a 
toss-up. Engler couldn’t push buddy Bush to 
victory in the Primary, when John McCain 
slaughtered the front-runner, and now he has 
to wonder what went wrong in the General 
Election. 

Shifting to Florida, it is hard for me to fath¬ 
om that we are going to let a few hand re¬ 
counts in largely Democratic counties decide 
who will be the next president. My position as 
an independent, or if I were in Bush’s camp 
would be to hand recount the entire state. The 
brainpower used to come up with the hogwash 
lawsuit that the Bush people instigated and 
was rightfully thrown-out of court on Monday, 
should have been used to ask officials to re¬ 
count the entire state. 

After all, that same procedure, a statewide 
hand recount, is exactly what Bush approved 
in his own state of Texas as part of new elec¬ 
tion procedures that were instituted in the 


Lone Star state a couple of year’s ago. And to 
me, it is the most non-partisan way to settle 
this election. 

As it 

stands. De¬ 
mocrats have 
the most to 
gain by hand 
counting, be¬ 
cause it is be¬ 
ing done in 
two largely 
Democratic counties where final disputes will 
be settled by Democrats. Statewide counting 
would allow Republicans in largely Republi¬ 
can counties settle the disputes. 

The greatest argument against hand count¬ 
ing is the length of time it would take. But I on¬ 
ly ask you to look at Volusia County-a metro¬ 
politan area that includes Daytona Beach. 
They hand counted nearly 400,000 ballots in 
two days. If Volusia officials can do it, so can 
other counties. 

That said, it is enlightening to hear one of 
America’s most vilified presidents, Richard 
Nixon, is being tossed up as a great example of 
one who chose statesmanship over the presi¬ 
dency. Most of us remember John F-Kennedy’s 
extremely narrow victory over Nixon in 1960. 
That race was contested for a couple of days 
after the election because several thousand 
votes were in question in Chicago that could 
swing the election to Nixon. 

Instead of challenging Kennedy’s election in 
court, Nixon determined it would be better for 
the nation, if he were to gracefully concede 
and support Kennedy as the new president. He 
did that knowing full well that ballots had 
been lost, thousands of people had been re¬ 
cruited to vote twice,* and names of the dead 
showed up on other ballots. We also all know 
that just eight years later Nixon received his 
due, when he won a close election over Hubert 
Humphrey. 

Equally ironic is that the son of Mayor 
Richard Daley, William Daley, the boss of all 
bosses, Chicago’s ironfisted ruler for decades, 
and the man largely responsible for finding 
the dead and double-voters for Kennedy, is 
Gore’s campaign manager and point-man in 
Florida. For days, Daley railed on and on 
about voter disenfranchisement, and irregu¬ 
larities that played against his man. Gore. For 
me it is hard to stomach this kind of rhetoric 
from Daley, a name synonymous with voter 
fraud. 

I can say, however, we wouldn’t have to lis¬ 
ten to Daley, Jesse Jackson or others if voting 
technology, had kept up with the rest of the 
world. Believe it or not, we are using nine¬ 
teenth century technology-that is when the vot¬ 
ing machine was invented in many of our 
precincts today. The punch ballots that came 
in to question in Florida have been used for 
decades, and the butterfly ballot design that 
many are now que.stioning is used in Michigan, 
Daley’s Chicago, and many other cities and 
states in this nation. 

All of us use ATM machines to carry out fi¬ 
nancial transactions. 99% of us are computer 
literate. This type of technology has developed 
user friendly voting devices that are more ac¬ 
curate and faster than anything we are using 
today. I strongly suggest that local governments 
in the future ditch the old technology and get 
with the 21st century. By doing so the type of fi¬ 
asco we now face will never happen again. 

That said, I again reiterate, the most pru¬ 
dent course of action for Florida at this point 
is to hand recount all ballots. It will take only a 
couple of days, it will include both Democratic 
and Republican counties, and it will produce a 
fair result that ultimately should keep the 
election of the presidency in the hands of the 
people and out of the grubby mitts of lawyers.

First, the TV networks who Tuesday 
night declared Albert Gore president with¬ 
out confirmation from VNS (Voters News 
Service), the firm who reports exit poll 
numbers to the big boys. 

Second, Fox News, the first network to 
reverse the call and declare George Bush 
the winner Wednesday morning, also with¬ 
out confirmation from VNS. 

Third, the nation’s paper of record, the 
New York Times, who printed a 115,000- 
copy edition at 2:48 a.m. Wednesday morn¬ 
ing declaring Bush president. 

But we decided not to run with early re¬ 
turns, which showed 21 district state rep 
candidate Mickey Walsh ahead of the even¬ 
tual winner, incumbent Rep. Bruce Patter¬ 
son, and which showed challenger Thomas 
Hartnett on his way to winning a seat on 
the Canton Township Board.

County election department 
and Canton Township. And I 
pledge in the future to do a 
better job of providing 
phone or online election re¬ 
sources to our readers when 
we go to press before proba¬ 
ble winners are determined. 

But I am happy to be one of the few re¬ 
porters around who can look any reader in 
the eye and say that I did not pass off my 
hunches for election results. 

As for many area elections, the real win¬ 
ner, in my opinion, was the UAW. What a 
great idea union President Steve Yokich 
had when he negotiated election day off 

In Democratic burgs like Westland, UAW 
muscle led to landslides for Glenn Ander¬ 
son and Kay Beard. In toss up contests, 
UAW voters and campaign workers pushed 
Democrats, such as senator-elect Debbie 
Stabenow, over the top.

Both locally and nation¬ 
ally, things political are in 
a state of suspended ani¬ 
mation as a result of last 
week’s elections.

The situation will not 
improve until the county 
schedules an election to 
choose new council mem¬ 
bers. 

The recall effort was 


mounted because the four 
council members support¬ 



ed retention of an appoint¬ 
ed official who had refused 
to comply with the city’s 
residency requirement 
(which had been struck 
down by a state law before 
the recall effort was 
launched). 

As this column is being 
written on Sunday, the na¬ 


tion still does not know 
who will be its next presi¬ 
dent. It is highly unlikely 
that the situation will be 
any clearer by the time this 
is read and even money the 
mess will be worse. 

While the main emphasis 
is on Florida, similar prob¬ 
lems may well take place 
in Wisconsin, Iowa, New 
Mexico and Oregon. 

In Florida, the spin ma¬ 
chines of both sides have 
already taken the issue out 
of the realm of simple vote 
counting and threaten to 
inflame public opinion. 
This almost guarantees the 
ultimate solution will be 
political and emotional, 
not based on reason and 


law. 

There are many scenar¬ 
ios as to the ultimate reso¬ 
lution on Florida’s 25 elec¬ 
toral votes involving both 
the Florida legislature and 
the Congress. There is 
even one where Vice Presi¬ 
dent Gore could wind up 
casting the tie breaking 
vote in his capacity as the 
presiding officer in the US 
Senate. 

The one thing some pun¬ 
dits have mistakenly advo¬ 
cated is a revote of portions 
of Florida. That is not al¬ 
lowed by the US Constitu¬ 
tion which requires that 
all states vote on the same 
day for electors for presi¬ 
dent and vice-president. 
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Yeah Belleville Market!

“Because she was feeling un¬ 
der the weather, I decided to open 
it and read it to her,” Morgan con¬ 
tinued. 

“I wish I could have sent a pic¬ 
ture of her face the moment I 
showed her the card we sent out 
two weeks before,” the pleased 
mother stated. 

It is exciting to know that the 
balloon traveled over 100 miles 
over five days, she said, and was 
found by a “great gentleman” 
Gary Messner of Canton, Mich.

Inkster High’s girls’ basketball 
team has compiled and unprece¬ 
dented 20 straight victories, cap¬ 
turing the school’s first Mega Con¬ 
ference, Gold Division girls’ bas¬ 
ketball championship under first- 
year coach Mann. 

If the ban was not lifted, Inkster 
would not be represented in the 


district playoffs hosted by Grosse 
He. 

After a two-hour hearing, the 
MHSAA Executive Committee in¬ 
formed the group that the ban 
would remain. 

MHSAA officials cited numer¬ 
ous mle violations and the use of 
ineligible players to support their 
decision. 

A media advisory faxed to the 
Michigan Community Newspapers' 
Sports Desk from the Lansing- 
based organization states “...the 
length of the (Inkster High) proba¬ 
tion was extended through the 
2001-02 school year for a series of 
additional Handbook violations, 
including numerous failures to 
rate officials; failure of coaches to 


attend rules meetings or pass re¬ 
quired rules examinations; failure 
to show up for a girls’ district bas¬ 
ketball tournament contest in 
1999; and withdrawing from the 
2000 baseball district tournament 
after participating in the tourna¬ 
ment draw.” 

“Added to the probation was a 
condition that the school would 
not be allowed to host a MHSAA 
tournament nor receive any finan¬ 
cial reimbursements from MH¬ 
SAA tournaments,” according to 
the press release. 

The MHSAA executive commit¬ 
tee also pointed out that ‘this fall 
a student-athlete participated 
while ineligible in football, even 
after the school was advised of the 


ineligibility.” 

School officials were informed 
that “the continuance of inadver¬ 
tent and intentional violations, ad¬ 
ministrative and eligibility based, 
while on probation, led the Execu¬ 
tive Committee to rule in October 
that the school be ineligible for 
participation in MHSAA post-sea¬ 
son tournaments during the 2000- 
01 school year, and to appear be¬ 
fore the Executive Committee to 
show cause why the suspension 
from tournaments should not con¬ 
tinue through the 2001-2002 
school year

Last hurrah 

Clarkston ousts Canton

^ Plymouth-Canton - the last 
of the area high school foot¬ 
ball teams to survive the pre¬ 
liminary rounds of football 
playoffs - fell Friday night to 
an undefeated Clarkston team 
that refused to give up its re¬ 
gional title.

The victory qualified the 
Wolves to advance to the state 
semifinals. 

Despite the heroic efforts 
of running back Chris Fuller, 
who scored four TDs in the 
upset victory over Ann Arbor 
Huron a week ago, and Jerry 
Gaines, who returned to the 
Chiefs’ lineup after a five- 
week hiatus due to injuries, 
Canton’s defense could not 
stop a Clarkston offense that 
featured a deadly passing 
game. 


Clarkston stunned the visit¬ 
ing Chiefs by scoring on its 
first two possessions of the 
game as quarterback Ryan 
Kaul combined with Ryan 
Briceland on a 15-yard scor¬ 
ing pass that capped a sus¬ 
tained drive to give the hosts 
a 7-0 lead with 3:42 left in the 
opening quarter. 

The Kaul-to-Briceland 
passing duo would spell the 
demise of the Chiefs who 
couldn’t stop them.

championship to a perfect 20-0 
seasoa 

MHSAA officials ruled last 
week that the Vikings would not 
be eligible to play in post-season 
competition because of prior MH¬ 
SAA rules violations by the school 
district, (Read related story on this 
page.). 

If the ban had been lifted, 
Inkster would have been the team 
to beat at the Grosse He district 
tournament The tournament be¬ 
gan on Monday. 

Mann, in his inaugural year as 
Inkster High’s athletic director 
and basketball coach, said his 
team took the news about the ban 
stoically, and resolved “to play 
even better next year” 

“I can’t say enough about these 
kids,” Mann added. “They’re 
freshmen and have three more 
years of eligibility before them. 
They have a lot of character and 
maturity, far beyond their age.” 

Inkster picked up victories No. 
19 and No. 20 at the expense of 
Ypsilanti and Willow Run in the 
semifinals and the finals of the 
combined Mega Conference Blue- 
Cjold Division playoff tournament 
In the finals, the Vikings had 


their hands full against a bigger 
and more physical Willow Run 
team that quickly put the Mega- 
Gold champs on notice and in a 
hole. 

Tasha Tubbs and Val Cook got 
the Flyers off to a quick start as 
they accounted for 10 of their 
team’s 16 points in the first quar¬ 
ter that opened the way a 16-9 Wil¬ 
low Run lead. 

Although the Vikings came 
back and cut the Flyers lead to 22- 
20 at the halfway mark, Inkster’s 
Tiffany Smith found herself in 
foul trouble and on the bench 
most of the second quarter. 

She came off the bench and 
joined Carena Easley in an as¬ 
sault on Willow Run’s zone de¬ 
fense. The Vikings managed to 
outscore their rivals, 15-6, in the 
third period to move ahead, 35-28. 

Mann decided to slow down 
the pace of the game in the final 
period. The Vikings got a big play 
when Carena Easley drilled a 
three-pointer after the Flyers had 
closed with two. Inkster managed 
to protect their lead.

the Inkster schools and during 
that meeting the school district 
also disclosed additional viola¬ 
tions of the use of ineligible stu¬ 
dent-athletes and another ad¬ 
ministrative violation - not ful¬ 
filling the requirement that 
physical exam cards be on file 
for all participants prior to com¬ 
petition. 

However, during the proba¬ 
tionary period, Inkster High’s 
athletic teams may continue to 
engage in a full schedule of reg¬ 
ular-season competition. 

In response to the Inkster 
school officials’ candor and 
their stated commitment to com¬ 
pliance and their general ideas 


for corrective action, the Execu¬ 
tive Committee determined that 
Inkster High School would be¬ 
come eligible for MHSAA post¬ 
season tournament competition 
during the 2001-02 school year if 
there were no administrative or 
other rules violations during the 
2000-2001 school year, and the 
school district demonstrated to 
the Executive Committee at its 
August, 2001 meeting that the 
school district has actually im¬ 
plemented a specific and effec¬ 
tive plan of correction proce¬ 
dures. 

’’Student-athletes at Inkster 
High School may still have a 
full-season long experience in 
all sports sponsored by the 
school,” Roberts stressed. “How¬ 
ever, participation in MHSAA 
sponsored post-season tourna¬ 


ments is a privilege for those 
MHSAA schools wfiich choose to 
abide by the membership’s 
rules. 

”It is a privilege that could 
again be Inkster High School’s 
by next school year.” 

Mann said that he and mem¬ 
bers of the team were disap¬ 
pointed in the Executive Com¬ 
mittee’s decision, but under¬ 
stood the awkward situation the 
committee was placed in. 

“It’s vei 7 difficult to tell kids 
that you can’t play because of 
some rules violations in the 
past,” Mann added.
